Edw.6. And whereas by a Letter of the 22. of June 1671. the late 
Lords Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Treaſury, Did eſpecially re- 
conmend it to your Care, to put the ſaid Order in Execution. And 
His Majeſty having thought fic co ler to Farm the Duties ariſing by ver- 
tue of the ſaid Act. To Peter Calverd, Samuel Uincent, fq; 
and others, And tothe End his Majeſtics Intereſt may be promored.and 
all due Countenance and Encom agement given to the ſaid Perſons in 
colleQing and receiving the ſaid MUtp, Theſe are therefore to de- 
ſire you, That at the General Quarter Sefſtons hereafter to be holden, 
next after the Feaſt of the Epipbany of our Lord in every Year, you 
give Notice to the ſaid Perſons, or ſuch as ſhall attend you on their 
behalfs, of ſuch Dayes and Places as you ſhall appoint Meetings for 
the Granting Lincenſes to Ale-houle-keepers, ro the end the (aid 
Duty of Two ſhillings Six pence may be duly colle&ed and paid to the 
ſaid Perſons, or their Agents: And if none ſhall happen to Attend, 
That then the ſaid Dutp be paid to ſuch other ſufficient perſon or 
perſons as you your {elves ſhall Appoint to receive the ſame ; ſuch 
perſon or perſons keeping Books of Entries thereof, and Accompting 
for the Money Received, upon Oath, and paying the ſame tothe ſaid 
Perſons or their Agents. The full and effeQuall execution hereof, as 
alſo of the Supprefling of all Unlicenced Ale-houſes, I eſpecially re- 
commend to your Care, aſſuring you that your Care herein will be very 
Acceptable co his Majeſty.
